Dr. Kenneth T. Whalum, Jr. is known in the Memphis community as a bold, 
no-nonsense Pastor, who “keeps it real,” in and out of the pulpit. As Pastor 
of The New Olivet Worship Center, he demonstrates a heart for the youth of 
our city, drawing the forgotten back to Christ, and setting the record straight 
when injustice takes center stage.
